One of the great limit- 
ing factors in crop and pas- 
ture production in Coffee 
County is lime. Limestone 
dealers have only a few 
months to get lime spread. 

I strongly recommend 


soil testing be done early 


so that lime can be applied. 
It takes several months for 
the chemical changes inthe 
soil to take place. 


We want to designate 
November as soil testing 
month in Coffee County. 
Several people have tested 
in October. Decide where 
you want to plant your cot- 
ton and peanuts next spring 
and go ahead and take a 
Sample and send to the soil 
laboratory at Auburn. 

We are placing soiltest- 
ing supplies in the hands 
of all the feed, seed, and 
fertilizer dealers, voca- 
tional agricultural teach- 
ers, and at the county a- 
gent’s office.

Sample ballots are ap- 
pearing in this issue of 
The Clipper. Voters are 
urged to study the ballots, 
both machine and paper, 
and be familiar with them 
before going to the polls 
Tuesday, A sample of the 
paper ballot for those who 
have registered but have 
never paid poll tax- is not 
being carried because of 
space, It is believed that 
there will be very few such 
voters participating in the 
election. 

It 1s especially impor- 
tant that those who want to 
vote a split ticket to know 
how to do so and their 
ballot be counted, For thdse 
voting by machine who want 
to vote a split ticket should 
NOT pull the big lever but 
pull the small individual 
levers by the names of 
those they want to vote for, 
Those voting by paper bal- 
lot should be very careful 
and not make their mark 
in the circle at the top of 
party column if desiring to 
vote a split ticket, but vote 
in the circle by eachname, 
It 1s also important that a 
mark be put by each elector 
when voting a split ticket. 
For instance if you want to
